Pan American Health Organization/World Health Organization (PAHO/WHO) is urging 
travelers to the 2015 Americas Cup r scheduled for June 11 to July 4 in Chile, to ensure they 
are protected from vaccine-preventable diseases, especially measles and rubella, 

Intensified international travel and population movement associated with mass events 
increase the risk of imported cases of measles, rubella and other vaccine-preventable 
diseases. For this reason. PAHO/WHO is calling on travelers to make sure they are up to 
date on their vaccines and if not, to get vaccinated against measles and rubella, ideally ar 
least two weeks before traveling. 

"Anyone over 6 months old who has not been vaccinated, or who does not remember if 
they were vaccinated, should get vaccinated against measles and rubella at least two weeks 
before rravekng to the Americas Cupsaid C. Ruiz, chief of PAHO/WHO's Comprehensive 
Family Immunization program.

There are about 22 million children 
with overweight or obese m the world.

A total of 77% of our children does not 
do enough exercises In Aruba 60% 
of women are obese. This is just an 
example why a 'Healthy Lifestyle' is so 
important.

Guides aid stranded climbers 
to descend 



MALAYSIAN mountain guides are slowly helping 
137 climbers who were stranded earlier at the rop of 
southeast Asia's tallest peak by a powerful earthquake 
to descend co safety, a Local official said Friday, 

The paths down Mount Kinabalu r damaged by falling 
rocks, were treacherous as night was tailing, said 
MasidiManjun, the rourism minister for the Malaysian 
state of Sabah, 

Ten people with injuries have already been taken 
off the mountain, Masidl was quoted as savmg by 
Malaysians official Bernama news agency, 

He said 32 guides were carefully Leading the remainder 


down the mountain, add mg chat the groups would be 
taken to the Laban Rata rest house down the sLopes, 
where food was bemg brought in. 

Helicopters were having difficulty reaching the 

climbers on the mountain peak due to bad weather 

but were hopmg to drop supplies and warm clothes, 

said JamiliNais, Sabah Parks director 

Damage to the hospital at the quake>s epicenter in the 

town of Rannu was also hampering rescue efforts, he 

added. 

The magnitude-6 0 quake struck early Friday local 
tune, damaging several buildings in Ranau -- the 
epicenter, the Bernama news agency said. 


Videos and social media purportedly taken from 
the base of the mountain appeared to show large 
rock slides enveloping the peak after the tremor and 
people amaou sly looking for shelter. 

Masidi earlier said that the injured included two 
people whose arms were broken by falling rocks. 

At 4.095 meters (13,435 feet) above sea level, 
Kmabalu is one of the highest mountains in Southeast 
AiSia The UNFSCO-listed Mount Kinabalu National

Red Cross defends 
Haiti aid work 

Amid expose it only built six houses 


THE Red Cross has defended its 
work in Haiti following a devastating 
earthquake five years ago after a media 
investigation found it had only built 
six houses despite raising nearly half a 
billion dollars in donations 
ProPublica, an investigative journalism 
website, and U£, radio network NPK 
confronted the American Red Cross 
this week with a report about the relief 
agency's use of donations to help the 
1,5 million people displac ed by Janu ary 
2010 earthquake, 

The report accused the Red Cross of 
wasting money through various failures 
and mismanagement, leaving families 
homeless and unable to survive, while 
relying too heavily on foreign workers 
who could not speak French or Creole. 
The Thomson Reuters Foundation also 
learned the Red Cross spent at least 17 
percent of funds on expenses in Haiti., 
despite theU. S, group and international 


federation stating 91 cents on 
each dollar goes to humanitarian 
programme sand services. 

The American Red Cross dismissed the 
report as lacking in "balance, context 
and accuracy", saying its work m Haiti 
had made a difference in the Jives of 
millions of Haitians. 

"Despite the most challenging 
conditions, mcluding changes in 
government, lack of land for housing, 
and civil unrest, our hardworking 
staff - 90 percent of whom are Haitians 
- continue to meet the Long-term 
needs of the Haitian people," the non¬ 
government organisation said in a 
statement on its website, 

‘While the pace of progress is never as 
fast as we would like, Haiti is better off 
today than it was five years ago " 

The 7 0-magnitude earthquake on Jan. 
12, 2010, killed more than 220,000 
people and was a wake-up call ro the 
government and international aid 


agencies about the dire need to protect 
Haitians from disasters and build 
resilience among communities. 

The Red Cross said donations had 
helped build 8 hospitals and clinics, 
stem a cholera outbreak, provide clean 
water and sanitation, repair roads and 
schools, and move more than 100,000 
people out of make-shift tents mco 
housing 

But the investigation's discovery that 
only 6 permanent houses had been 
built in Haiti hit headlines and sparked 
outrage on social media about the lack 
of trail spar ency and effec tivene s s of aid 
funds. 

Questions Over Spending 

The report, based on confidential 
emails from top officials and accounts, 
said the American Red Cross claimed it 
provided homes for more than 130,000 
displaced people, but the actual 
number of permanent residences it 


built was six. 

Addressing the report, the Red Cross 
said it had used other methods 
to improve housing after the 7.0 
magnitude earthquake. 

"When land was not available for new 
homes, the Red Cross provided a range 
of housing solutions mcluding rental 
subsidies, repairs and retrofitting 
of existing structures, fulfilling our 
promise to ensure tens of thousands of 
Haitians are back in homes, it said. 
The American Red Cross declined to 
respond to any further questions from 
the Thomson Reuters Foundation 
While the American Red Cross 
reports 91 cents on every dollar goes 
to humanitarian programmes and 
services, the 1FRC told the Thomson 
Reuters Foundation that when it 
runs a programme lr levies an extra 
6,5 percent plus in-country expenses 
to cover offices, telecoms and other 
operating costs

She was 
scheduled to appear at New Jersey's 
Eternal Con - dubbed "the Long 
Island Comic Con" - on 13 and 14 
June. 


NICHELLE Nichols, best known for her 
role as Lieutenant Uhura in TV's Star Trek, 
has suffered a stroke. "Last night while at 
her home in LA, Nichelle NichoLs suffered 
from a mild stroke," her agent Zach 
McGinnis wrote on Facebook. 

"She is currently undergoing testing to 
determine how severe the stroke was. 
Please keep her in your thoughts." The 
82-year-old was handpicked by Star Trek 
creator Gene Roddenberry to appear in the 
original 1960s TV series. 

Her casting as fourth in command of the 
USS Enterprise broke many racial barriers, 
with Nichols becoming the first black 
woman to share a kiss with a white man 
(William Shatnerj on US television in 
1966

A US advisory panel on Thursday 
urged regulators to approve a drug 
nicknamed the ‘female Viagra" 
because it could help increase women's 
sex drive. 

A US advisory panel urged regulators 
to approve a dmg nicknamed the 
"female Viagra" because it could help 
increa se women' s sex d live, 

If the US Food and Drug Administration 
gives flibanserin the go-ahead, it would 
be the first drug on the market ro boost 
female libido, The FDA is not required 
to follow- the advice of the panel, but it 
often does. 

The experts voted 18-6 in favour of 
allowing the drug on the market, but 
with some additional risk-control 
measures to make sure doctors 
prescribe it only to patients who need it 


and that women are aware of the risks. 
Fiibanserin, which is aimed at pre¬ 
menopausal women, can have 
significant SLde effects including 
nausea, dizziness and sleepiness. 'The 
treatment effects are numerically 
small." said doctor Christina Chang, 
speaking to the panelists on behalf of 
the FDA, a skmg the c ommittee to weigh 
in on the evidence of benefits and risks 
in women studied.

The Yangtze giant softsheil turtle is the one of the latest, and 
scientists are going to desperate measures to help it reproduce. 
There is only one known female left in the world. and they recently 
artificially inseminated her. 

Bur she's about 100 years old, and scientists are not sure she 11 have 
children., the World Conservation Society said 
'The conservation world will once again be holding its collective 
breath until we know if this was successful said zoo biologist Rick 
Hudson from Fort Worth. Texas. He pined a team of scientists who 
traveled to China to try to save the species, known scientific ally as 
Rafetus swinhoei. They've failed before 
Eiectro-e nc u lation 

Keepers had previously already put the female together with a male 
in a Climese zoo. He jls one of the last three known males of the 
species. The two turtles looked like they were mating and she laid 
eggs. But they were non viable and not fertilized 
A closer look at the male's genitals revealed they'd been damaged -- 
possibly in a fight with another male decades before. To get semen 
out of them, the scientists would have to go the extra mile. They 
used an electric current Ac his age -- also about 100 years - electro- 
e pculation was a life-threatening prospect, bur it worked. 

Artificial insemination 

Then the team injected the semen mto the female, and eggs began 
to form. Tire scientists won't know if this batch is fertilized , until 
hatching time. The tuitie is due to iaym a few weeks 
There may not be coo many second chances. In the fail, zoo keepers 
will separate the female and take her back to her home zoo, 

"We hope some children move together with her," said the zoo's 
Vice Director Yan Xiahui 

A few weeks after she lays, the team should know more about this 
species' fragile chance of survival or get closer to the certainty that 
when the last of these four turtles die, their entire species will vanish 
forever. 

It s a repeat tragedy. When giant tortoise Lonesome George died 
three years ago on the Galapagos Island of Pinta at die age of 100 he 
took his species with him 

The northern white rhino m Kenya is in a similar bind, except that 
there is only one male left in its subspecies So far, he lias failed to 
produce offspring with his two female companions 
Some scientists believe w r e may be living in one of the greatest 
peiiods of extinction in the history of life on our planet

"Long story short .three JDAMs take 
the entire build mg out , " Carlisle said in 
the speech to the Air Force Association. 

A JDAM is a kit attached to a 
conventional bomb chat converts it 
into a "smart" weapon, according the 
U,S Navy. The kit, made by Boeing 
and put in the tail of the bombs, uses a 
global positioning system and internal 
navigation system to guide the bombs 
onto targets. 

Using GPS coordinates, JDAM bombs 
have an error rate of less than 40 feet, 
the Navy says. 

JDAM units can placed on 2,000-, 
1,000- and 500-pound bombs, which 


can be canted by a var iety of Air Force, 
Navy and Marine Corps aircraft. An Air 
Force B- 2 bomber can deploy 80 JDAMs 
in a single pass, the Navy says 
"Incredible work when you think about 
it," Carlisle said of the operation. "And 
n was these incredible airmen out there 
doing those kind of tilings," Carlisle 
said.

Ireland: 

FIFA paad millions 

to avoid legal action 
over World Cup playoff 



THE head of Ireland's Football 
Association says FIFA gave it a 
confidential payout to avoid legal 
action after Ireland s controversial loss 
to France in a 2009 World Gup playoff. 
Speaking on RTE Radio. Football 
Association of Ireland chief executive 
John Delaney said the payment related 
to a handball by Thierry Henry, which 
came m the final minutes of the match 
and cost Ireland a place in the 2010 
World Cup "We felt we had a legal case 
against FIFA because of how the World 
Cup play-off hadn't worked out for us 
with the Hemy handball," Delaney 
sard. 

He said Lt was a 'Very good" and 
"very legitmiate agreement" for the 
association, and he was bound by a 
confidentiality agreement not to reveal 
the amount, The payout was $5 million 


(4 4 million euro s). 

"If was a payment to the association 
to not proceed with a legal case," 
Delaney said hi a statement, FIFA 
acknowledged paying the Irish Football 
Association but said the money was a 
loan for a stadium construction. 

’The terms agreed between FIFA and 
the FAI were that the loan would be 
reimbursed if Ireland qualified for the 
2014 FIFA World Cup. Ireland did not 
so qualify," FIFA's statement read. 
"Because of this, and m view of the 
FAFs financial situation, FIFA decided 
to write off the loan as per 31 December 
2014."

Right now, FIFA is the subject of two 

separate investigations: one in the 


II. S. and another hi Switzerland. And 
each day has brought a new r twist 
in a tangled financial tale woven by 
football's governing body. 

Last week, U.S. prosecutors issued 
arte st warrants for 14 people, 
on charges ranging from money 
laundering to fraud and racketeering. 
They include FIFA officials who rook 
bribes totaling more than $150 million 
and in return provided "lucrative 
media and marketing lights" to soccer 
tournaments as kickbacks, prosecutors 
say. 

A separate investigation by Swiss 
authorities is investigating the 
circumstances of the 2018 and 2022 
World Cup bids, which went to Russia 
and Qatar, respectively, 

The scandal has prompted speculation 
over whether Russia or Qatar could 


lose the right to host then respective 
World Cups if' wrongdoing is proved 
On Tuesday, Sepp Blatter — the man 
at FIFA's helm -- announced he'd be 
stepping down, just four days after 
being elected president for a fifth term. 
On Wednesday, court records revealed 
that Chuck Blazer, a former FIFA 
executive committee member and a 
key player in the ongoing corruption 
investigation into international soccer's 
governing body, had admitted caking 
bribes and helped South Africa land the 
2010 World Cup. 

And on Thursday, former senior FIFA 
official Jack Warner — who has been 
indicted in the U.S. investigation - 
promised to reveal the secret dealings 
of the powerful organization, including 
those involving Blatter, its previously 
seemingly untouchable leader 
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
